NEW YORK— (AP) —The 


navy favors educational bene- 
"fits for Korean war veterans 
but not to tlie extent granted 
in the GI Bill of Rights of 
World War II, Navy Secre- 
tary Dan A. Kimball said to- 
day. 


He added that his services 


opposes "the scattergun ap- 
proach which led to outright 
abuses under the previous act 
(the GI bill)." 


Kimball also voiced opposition 


to the "inclusion of all Korean 
veterans into 
the 
'52-20' cate- 


gory." 


The "52-20" term 
applied 
to 


veterans who took full advantage 
of a GI billi provision allowing 
them to draw unemployment ben- 
efits of $20 a week for 52 weeks. 


Hearings Next Month 


I Kimball's comments 
were on 


ti.. proposed Korean conflict serv- 
iceman's/ -eadjustment act, which 
is scheduled for senate hearings 
next month. The legislation would 
extend to Korean veterans the 
benefits granted those who served 
in World pVar II. 


"We want every man in service 


whose education was interrupted 
to have the opportunity to resume 
study and complete • his 
educa- 


tion." Kimball said. 
"We also 


want those who have a sincere 
desire to learn to hav« .every op- 
po'. tunitv to s»oi;re as high a de- 
gree of education as possible. 


Favors Ixians 


"We favor the loan provisions 


'provided^ by law for veterans of 


World War II and we would like 
to see <bcse loan provisions ex- 
tended t<> people' who are still in 
the service." He added: 


"With - employment in the na- 


tion at a high level, we do not 
believe there is a necessity for 
the blanket inclusion of all Ko- 
rean veterans into the 
'52-20' 


category." 


Gen. 
Clifton B. Gates, Marine 


corps Commandant, told the VFW 
convention yesterday that the Ko- 
rean war was a "blessing in dis- 
Itruise" that contributed to Ameri- 
can defense "because if we hadn't 
had Korea—God help us if we had 
started in a war."

"four times as strong" now as 
when the Korean war started 11 
months ago.

Union Will Not

Settlement May 
Come at Meeting 
In Capital Tomorrow 


DENVER— (AP) —Union 


leaders said flatly today there 
would be no break in the na- 
tionwide stride'in the strate- 
gic minerals industry before a 
Washington meeting tomor- 
row. 


A spokesman for the Inter- 


national Mine, Mill and Smelt- 
er Workers union (IND) said 
no formal answer would be 
made to a back-to-work re- 
quest from the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board to halt the strike 
of 58,000 producers of copper, 
lead, zinc and silver. 


"We think our attendance at 


the board meeting in Washington 
tomorrow will be sufficient an- 
swer," said the union spokesman. 


Earlier, Union President John 


Clark, said the strike is going to 
continue "unless or until" the gov- 
ernment presses the industry to 
accept the settlement offer pro- 
posed by Government Mediator 
Cyrus Ching in the 
Kennecott

livered .in Turin tomorrow morn- 
ing. 


The U.S. Defense department 


has named the two ex-servicemen 
as the slayers -of their mission 
commander, Mnj. William Holo- 
han, but under American law the 
two cannot be tried in the U.S. 
for a crime allegedly committed 
during the war service covered by 
their honorable discharges from 
the army. The crime was said to 
have taken place during a secret 
mission in Northern Italy. 


Truman Tells New Czech Envoy 
Terms for Improved Relations 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—President Truman told the new Czecho- 


slovak ambassador today the best way to restore cordial relations with 
the United States would be for his government to free William N. Oatis, 
Associated Press correspondent jailed there on spy charges.

In a meeting limited to five 
a 


minutes, reporters were told Tru- 
man informed Dr. Vladimir Pro- 
chazka that relations between the 
U.S. and Czechoslovakia had "de- 
teriorated ever since Jan Masaryk 
was murdered." 


Plain Talk. 


This plain talk when the ambas- 


sador called to present his creden- 
tials was reported afterwards by 
the president's press, secretary, 
Joseph Short. 


Short told newsmen that in the 


conversation between the ambas- 
sador and the president the am- 
bassador said "he hoped to make 
our relations more cordial." 


"The president replied that the 


beat way he could make our rela- 
tions more cordial was to send our 
Associated 
Press correspondent 


Oatls home," Short told a news 
conference. 


Masaryk, a staunch anti-Com- 


munist, fell to his d«ath from a 
window, while he was under house 
arrest by the Reds in Prague sev- 
eral years ago. 


Were "Wonderful" 


Prior to Masaryk's death, Short 


quoted the president, "the rela- 
tions between the United States 
and the Republic' of Czechoslo- 
vakia had been wonderful." 


Short added .that the president, 


in this regard, ''mentioned the ex- 
treme friendliness of our political 
relations .and also the back and 
forth trado relations." 


Short continued: 
"But now, the president said, it 


looked as if our relations would 
not be what they had been unless 
Czechoslovakia changed it* poli- 
cies." 


Short concluded by asserting: 
"The ambassador made no re- 


sponse to those remarks." 


Reds Rushing 
Arms to Korea 
Front Lines 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — 
(A 


record Communist'effort • to rush 
arms and men to the Korean front 
prompted the U.S. decision to re1 
verse its earlier policy and bomb 
Rashin, the rail center near-Rus- 
sian Siberia. 


The 
Communists 
have 
been 


moving men and equipment into 
the war zone continuously since 
the start of the armistice talks at 
Kaesong. 


But in the past week or so this 


movement has been speeded up, 
taking on what some military offi- 
cials here regard as the semblance 
of an effort to meet a deadline. 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur told a 


senate 
investigating 
committee 


after his dismissal as Far East 
commander ^that he was prevented 
from bombing Rashin last year by 
orders from Washington. 


The ban was put into effect, 


MacArthur said, after 50 B-29s 
pounded the port city with 500 
tons-of bombs on Aug. 12, 1950. 


Thirty-five air force B-29 bomb- 


ers, covered by navy jet fighters, 
hit the big supply center with 300 
tons of bombs on Saturday only 
after getting approval from both 
the state and defense departments. 


• In explaining this reversal of 
policy, 
government 
spokesmen 


said only that important military 
reasons prompted the raid. In ex- 
plaining why Rashin was put out 
of bounds when MncArthur want- 
ed to hit it, top officials had said 
it was only 17 miles from the Rus- 
sian Siberian border and thus too 
close to risk a possible near miss.

TERS, Korea, (AP)—An all-day 
battle raged today In the rain- 
soaked hills north of Yanggu on 
the East Korean front. 


The rest of the front, which had 


flared 
with increasingly heavy 


clashes Monday, quieted under low 
clouds that often obscured entire 
ridgelines. 


Rain and mist dampened the en- 


tire battle lines. Ground action 
was limited largely to sporadic 
artillery barrages and scattered 
fights 
between 
patrols. 
Most 


planes were grounded. Only 42 
sorties were flown by the Fifth 
air force up to 6 p.m. (2 a.m. 
CST). 


Reds took advantage of the 


weather and slipped small groups 
of infantrymen into position north 
of Yanggu for assaults of Allied 
ridge positions. The Communist 
troops attacked at 9 a.m. (5 p.m. 
Monday CST). By noon two re- 
inforced companies were trying to 
crack United Nations positions. 


The attack was in the same 


general area where a Red attack 
Monday forced U. N. troops back 
nearly two miles. The fight lasted 
until nightfall.

"The faster they regain their

Delamotte, a hostler with 22 years 
of service, already has received 
notice his employment will end 
Sept. 8. A similar notice In ex- 
pected to be sent to his brother, 
Charles, with 23 years of service, 
when he returns from vacation. 


Both men are member* of a re- 


ligious group which carrie* no 
public label, has no set creed 
and no ministers. It has been re-

Brethren. 


Believing in a strict and lit- 


eral interpretation of the Bible, 
the men base their refusal to join 
the union on this verse appearing 
in St. Paul's second letter to the 
Corinthians, 6:14:

fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness." 


J. H. Spooner, NYC division su-

West Coast long shore leader 
Harry Bridges. 


Hall is regional director of th« 


International Longshoremen's, and 
Warehousemen's U n i o n—the 
Bridges organization—for th« ter- 
ritory of Hawaii. 


The arrests were carried out si- 


multaneously by' FBI agents at 
the homes of each of the seven. 
They were picked up on warrant* 
issued by the U.S. commissioner 
in Honolulu on government com- 
plaints charging them with con-. 
sipiring to advocate th« violent 
overthrow of the United States 
government. •

000,000 or $6.000,000.

To "Bossy." it probably won't 


make any difference. She'll cat 
just as much and give just as 
much milk. But to the dairyman 
with a pen barn and milking par- 
lor, the system will mean a big 
saving in steps and chore time. 


Dairy specialist K. E. Harsh- 


barger says the cafeteria idea is 
merely self-feeding grain and hay 
to cowg at the same time. He 
believes self-feeding is more prac- 
tical than most dairy farmers and 
scientists would admit. And a 
test last winter confirmed his be- 
lief. 


Hay Grain Mixture 


Harshbarger 
used six 
cows. 


Each cow received 47 pounds of 
self-fed hay and grain mixture per 
day. Seventy per cent of the mix- 
ture was hay—coarsely ground 
alfalfa run through a hammermill. 
The other 30 per cent was stand- 
ard grain mixture—ground corn, 
oats, soybean oil meal, linseed oil 
meal, bran, bonemeal and salt. 


One pair of cows received only 


the self-fed mixture. Another pair 
got the mixture plus 13 pounds of 
silage. And the third pair got the 
mixture plus 4>/2 pounds of loose 
alfalfa each d^'. The three pairs 
were rotated so that each pair 
was fed all three rations in the 
test. 


Milk Production Same 


Average milk production stayed 


almost the same for cows on each 
ration. It varied only from 29 '/z 
to 30 Vz pounds of milk per day, 
converted to 4 per cent butterfat. 
And the' cowa gained between 7/10 
and 8/10 pounds in weight daily. 
Harshbarger believes that all three 
pairs 
would have done about 


equally well on the self-fed mix- 
ture alone. There was no need for 
silage or loose hay.

CHAMPAIGN. (AP) — Corn 
wers fear that half the Cham- 
gn area corn may be hit by a 


little known fungus disease. 


Growers said yesterday the fun- 


gus was discovered in corn fields 
over the weekend. The scientific 
name for the fungus is helmintos- 
porium turcicum. 


Worst hit are the seed corn 


fields, according' to S. L. Victor 
of Tuscola, head of the Pfister 
Association Corn Growers Associ- 
« 


ion. 
The group has several 


ousand .acres of corn under cul- 


tivation in Douglas and Cham- 
paign counties. 


"There is every reason to be- 


lieve that the disease will spread 
so extensively that a prediction of 
50 per cent crop at harvest time 
would be on the conservative side." 
Victor said. 


Deeply Concerned 


Delbert Grimm, manager of the 


lb Agriculture Association 


rocessing plant_ at Tuscola, said 
"we are deeply concerned and the 
prospects Of a good crop have de- 
creased, radically. 


"If the situation doesn't change 


immediately all we can hope for 
is chaffy and lightweight corn 
at harvest time."

Victor said control measures are 


strictly experimental since little 


is known about the disease. He 
said that the greatest need of the 
corn belt at this time would be a 
long and continued hot, dry (pell. 


The fungus stricken area is be- 


ing studied by a number of plant 
pathologists from the University 
of Illinois college of agriculture. 


Last season, the fungus made a 


small appearance 
but did not 


cause much loss of crop. • 


The fungus appears in light 


grey blotches, usually around the 
midrib, and then spreads over the 
entire plant.

ing. Be sure they are planted early 
enough to produce good growth. 
These should be planted in grain 
fields not seeded to legume-grass 
mixtures.

In all the confusion and mystery, one thing stands out: 


Holohan's body was found in Lake Orta exactly where the 
two partisans said it had been dumped in 1944.

They also fit the account allegedly given intelligence of- 


ficers in this country by LoDolce.' They do not fit Icardi's 
original suggestion, that Holohan was killed by attacking 
Germans.' It's unlikely the.Nazis would have troubled to 
dump the major's body, trussed and weighted, into a nearby 
lake.

Icardi and LoDolce are in a curious legal position. Out 


of the army, they can't be tried by court-martial. Since 
tha alleged crime occurred on foreign soil, this country has 
no civil jurisdiction. Only an Italian court can try them, but 
there is some doubt whether under existing U. S.-Italian 
treaties they can be extradited. 


Both men have indicated that in any case, they would 


fight extradition. In this they may be making a serious mis- 
take. If they are innocent, as they say, they should welcome 
a trial which is the only formal, sure manner of clearing their

note of. The majority of public school-teachers are not educated 
but just persons who have been taught lessons and their qualifica- 
tions are not intellectual but mental.- They are not scholars bui 
"graduates" like pharmacists. This "democracy" is a new ism whicl 
was applied with full force on their generation for the first 
They were not equipped to cope with it or examine it. The genera? 
tion just before had heard strange prattle about "democracy" fronr 
the Wilson Democrats, but until the first inauguration of F. D. Roose- 
velt, a sufficient number of us had the experience and skepticism tc 
recognize it as propaganda for the Democratic party. 


Then came the generation after the first world war and thej 


were swept off their feet by the waves of Roosevelt and Communist 
propaganda for "democracy." 


In time, as the eastern ideolog- 


ians of the Democratic party be- 
came the dominant influence in

All the administration needs to 


do, Kem said, is to enforce an 
amendment to a money bill he 
sponsored last June ordering Pres- 
ident Truman to halt all economic 
aid to any country furnishing war- 
potential goods to nations in the 
Soviet orbit. The National Se- 
curity Council has "made excep- 
tions, as it is empoweied to do if 
it finds the national security re- 
quires them.

CLEARWATER. Fla.. (AP)—A 


probate judge ruled that Dusty, 
a little Boston terrier, doesn't 
have to pay a federal estate tax 
on the $50',000 left in trust for 
him by his millionaire mistress.
